Review of the Report on the working of the Archgeologica! Depart¬ 
ment for the year 18 f9-20 (1328 Fasll). 

PersonncL — Mr. Ghulam Yazdani was in charge of the Department during 
the year, He was granted three months’ privilege leave, but work of an itnpor- 
tant nature was sent to him for disposal during that period. 

Tours , — The Nazim visited WarangaJ, Oulbarga, Nandcd and Aurangabad 
and inspected important conservation works, which had been iu progress there. 
He also went to Bombay for a short time, with the permission of CSovemment 
to confer with the Director Genera] of Archaeology regarding the engagement of 
an expert reslaurateur for the paintings of Ajanta. 

Cofiservation. —-Considerable progress was made during the year under review 
in repairing the monuments in the Aurangabad, Bidar and Osmanabad districts. 
The conservation of the Mahadeva temple at Ittagi and Nawalinga Temple at 
KukkanUr (Raichur District), which was going on systematically for the last 
two years was completed. The principal buildings in the Daulatabad Fort were 
also repaired during the year. The work has met with the full approval of Sir 
John Marshall, who visited the fort in January {IsfandUr}. 

In the AurangahUd District the conservation work, which has been going on 
at Pita Ik ora and Ghatotkacb since 1327 FasU figiS A. IK), w'as also completed. 
The repairs to the Madrasah of Mahmud Gawan at Bidar are still in progress 
The tombs of Ibrahim Barid and Sultw Balimani at that place, which were in 
ruins, have been put in order. Profe^or A. Foucher paid a second visit to Ajanta 
with a view to completing his examination of the Buddhist stories depicted in 
the paintings. He stayed for a couple of months, during which time he was 
able to discover new jatakas and also to improve upon the identifications made by 
previous scholars. As the publication of the Guide to Ajanta, which Professor 
Foucher is compiling for tlie Department, will take some time, he drew up a 
preliminary report in French, which has been translated into English and 
published in the Joitrttai of the Hyderabad Archseological Society for t9i9-ao. 

Professor Foucher has suggested that, pending the preparation of the copies 
of the paintings of Ajanta by the three-colour process, faithful tracings of the 
outlines of the pictures may be prepared. Government have approved of his 
proposals : a special establishment has been entertained for the purpose, and

tlie work is prf^ressing under the suiiervision of ilr. Rayefi Ahmed, the Curator 
of the Caves, 

Kxcavaitofis.—yio new operations were carried out during the year, but the 
ancient town of Peitun fPratisthaua) has been selected for future work in this 
direction, as being the best place to throw light on the history of the Andhra 
kings. 

Epigraphy.—The permission of the Government of India was obtained 
regarding Mr. H. Krishna Sastri's editing theCanarese inscriptions of Muiiirabad 
for the Hyderabad A rcfurologicat Series. Mr. Sastri has visited the place and 
the monograph will, it is hoped, be shortly completed. Another monogTaph, 
on the Chahikj'an inscriptions of Nagal, which was entrusted to the late Dr. 
Fleet, but which could not be prepared owing to his iU-health and subsequent 
demisCjis now being preparerl by Mr. KrishnainachaTiu, Assistant Epigraphist 
to the (ioveniment of India. In the domain of Muslim, epigraphy materials 
for a fourth essay on the inscriptions of the Qujtb ^ahl dynasty are being collec¬ 
ted. Tl’is essay will consist of the inscriptions in various towns of the Qutb 
kingdoms outside the capital. Forty inscriptions of the Mngijal kings have been 
copied in the Eir District^ during the year and it is the intention of the Nazim to 
publish them in the next number of the Epigraphia Indo-Mosieinica {1919-20), 
Two more essays, one on the inscriptions of the Qandhar Fort, relating to 
the Nisjam ^alii and Mughal kings, and the other on the inscriptions on the 
Daulatabad Fort, belonging to the Tugljlaq and hahinanl dynasties, m^re contri¬ 
buted to the above Journal, during the year under review. 

Numismatics. — 2,320 coins were acquired for the Hyderabad Mnseuni during 
the year; of these 1,746 (605 of silver and 1,141 of copper) w'ere purchased, 
fourteen w^ere received in excliange from the Bikanir State and the rest (560) 
were received from various Government officials as Treasure Trove acquisitions. 
The coins that have been purchased cover a vast period in the history of India, 
The majority of the coins that have been acquired as Treasure Trove are 
\'alu<Tble one.'* belonging to mints rarely represented in the cabinet.s of either the 
museums of India or elsewhere. A detailed article on the coins, acquired by 
the Department, is being compiled by the Curator of the Hyderabad Museum 
for publication in the next number of the Journal of the Hyderabad Archaeologi¬ 
cal Society. 

.Museum . — Tlie Hyderabad Museum made satisfactory progress under the 
able management of Mr. Streenivas and a large number of antiquities and 
specimens of art and industry were acquired during the year, Tlie scheme 
submitted by Mr. Streenivas is receiving the attention of Government. 

Hyderabad Atchtgological Society ,—Owing to the retirement of Sir Stuart 
Fraser, K.C.S.I., the Hon’ble Mr. C L. S. Russell, I.C.S., was requested to accept 
the office of President of the Society. He has kindly agreed to act in that 
capacity, 

A number of the Journaf of the Society, which contains a most interesting 
article by Monsieur A. Foucher on the identification of the Jalakas depicted in 
the Ajauta paintings, is in the press and will be published shortly. 



Pitblicttiiotts^—Thc Department published the Atmtial Rt^port tor 132^ Fasli 
(1918-19) during the year and the Nazim in hi? capacity', as Ejngrapiiist to the 
{'.ovemmeiit of India for Muslim Inscriptions, contributed three essays on the 
inscriptions of the Dominions to the Epigraphia !ndo-Moskmka (1919-1920) and 
in addition to that he has edited tlie (Shah Jtihait Nama), Fasc. 

Photographs and D/nwriigs.—Seventy-four photograplis were taken and a 
drawiitg of the frieze of cave III of Aurangabad waa also prepared. 

Expi'nditnrr on Conservation and .Uainiettattcc of flw Deparlment ,— The est- 
]»enditure on the conservation and survey of monuments amounted to O.S. Rs. 
40,230 as against O.S, Rs. 5 b 4*4 in the previous' year. The expeiidttiire on the 
maintenance of the Department amounted to O S. Rs. 2a,3Srt as against O.S. 
Rs. 20,141 in the previous year. 

Conclusion . — The Report under review is a lucid statement of the year s 
work and indicates as usual the scholarly enthusiasm with which Mr, Vazdani 
has performed his duties. His Exalted Highness’ (ioveniment are plea.sed to 
record their appreciation of his services.

Annual Report of the Archaeological Department, 
His Exalted Highness the Nizam’s Dominions 

for 

1919-20 A.D. {1329 F.). 


On the 27th *Ardrbilusht. 29 F. (31st March, 1920) the second extension of my 
service in the State expired, but H.H.H.'s Government, under Farman issued on 
the 5th Safar 1538 H* were pleased to ask the Government of India for a further 
extension of my services for a peritxl of two years — 'ifith Ardibthisht, 29 F, to 27th 
ArthbUddlt, 31 F. (rst April, 1920 to 31st March, 1922). The latter Government, 
in considering the proposal of H.tvH.’sG(>v‘emment, have suggested that, as long 
as I was a lent officer in Ityderabad, the officer acting in my place in Bengal 
could not he made perm alien t. Further, as I have been a lent officer for 
over six years, H.E.H.’s Government may kindly consider the desirability 
of offering me a permanent appointment in the State. The suggestion made 
by tlie Government of India is now being considered by H.E.H.'s Government. 

Owing to a surgical operation on my hand, 1 was on privilege leave for three 
months, but work of an important nature wa.s dispt^d of by me during the 
period. 

My tours extended to Warangal, Gulbarga, Natided and Aurangabad Tour#. 
Districts and, by the special permission of Government, I went for a few days to 
Bombay in order to confer with the Director-General of Archaiology regarding 
the engagement of an expert n^stauraUui' for the paintings of Ajanta. The 
details of my tours are given in my diary published herewith (Appendix B). 

I visited Warangal and Gulbarga in the company of A. Hydari, Esq , who, cnn#«rv«ti(Mi. 
in the course of his inspection of the work carried cut at these places, made 
several ' valuable suggestions regarding the conservation of monuments. At 
the Planainkonda temple he remarked that tlie tablet of the well-known inscrip¬ 
tion sliould be protected against the inclemencies of weather eitlier by the build* 
ing of a small pavilion witli openings on all four sides in the pillar-and-lintel 
style, or by the extension, of the porch where the tablet is fixed. At Gulbarga 
he recommended the conservation of tv^o tombs, one reported to be the sepulchre 
of the founder of the Baihmaui* dynasty, * Ala'u-d-Diu Hasan Gangu, and the

oditr descnlKKl as tliu mamwkum uf the still tuuTe iiup4>rtatit histurkal pers^m, 
the renownetl Chand Bibl, Tliese tombs bear no inscriptions, and, as contem¬ 
porary historj' also tlrrows no light on their jirovenaiice, the identification of the 
tombs, based merely on the reixrrt of wff/rtwrVs/ whose imagination feels no 
restraint in inventing stories for the edification of their patron saints, is 
doubtful. 

In the Great Mosque of the Culbarga Fort the very heavy frames of the 
wire screens recently inserted in the windows of the large dome by the Public 
Works Department offend the eye. Tliey should be replaced by lighter frames, 
which may be inserted near tire outer edge of tlie tliickness of the dome so as to 
be unnoticeable from inside the mosque, 

ill the Aurangabad District a further sum of Rs. 903 was spent to bring to a 
close the conservation work which had been in progres.s at Pltalkbora since 1327 
F, (icjixS A.D.). The repairs done to the cJinUvit cave and the adjoining viharas 
comprise—(1} tlie insertion of neat ashlar masonry props in place of the originai 
pillars which had entirely decayed ; (2} the repair of tlie walls of the side aisles 
of the chiiitya which had been undermined by the constant accumulation of rain 
w'ater; (3) tlie entire removal of the silt and such debris as did not necessitate 
the use of dynamite; and fq) the thorough drainage of the caves. These 
tnea.sures it ishoi>ed, will stop the eaves from falling into further niiti. 

An a result of our operations it has been jiosstble now to examine and take 
measurements of tlie two vihatm which arc excavated at the western end <jf the . 
.series, To l>egin from the ivestemmosE cave, it consists of a hall measuring 
31' by 2fy2' and of thirteen cells, five of wliich are in the back of the cave and 
four on either side of it. The cells are of uniform ske and each nieasures 
In the hall oyer the doors of the cells the only ornamentation 
comprises a band of imitation rail carved in relief. The front of this vihani has 
entirely fallen down and .a great mass of boulders obstructs the exterior view of 
the cave. 

The .second cave from the west is again a viimra of exactly the same plan 
and dimensions as the first and having the same number of cells round the hall. 
The cells of the second viJiaru^ however, are a little larger tlian those in the first

cave measuring (/4*x6'^''. Each cell lias a pair of beds, carved in rock and 
arranged at right angles tc one aaother. The size of the beds, is h't)*' by 
The floor of the cells has been kept higher than that of the hall aiict there is a 
step in front of each cell in order to make access eas^' to its 

interior. There are remains of coloured poster on the ceiling of the vilmm 
which show that it was once painted. 

The third cave from tlie west is the well-known vihara with the figures of 
winged animals, which have been fully described by Fergussou and Burgess in the 
Cave Temples of India (pp* 242-46). The fourth cave of the series is a cJiaUya, 
which is also described in detail in the above publication. To the iiortli of the 
^aitya there are tlie remains of a inliara which is the last excavation of the 
series in the northern face of tliehtU. In the south-eastern face of the rock there 
are several minor excavations, and some of tlieni contain dagohas. One of them 
is divided into two apartments, the da^oba chamber measuring 
the outer room 18'X 14*6*. The outer room has a baud of carving which 
represents the sacred rail. 

At Ghatotkach a sum of Rs. goo was spent durii^ the year in order to repair 
and clean the vihara there.' Bats which were a great nuisance in this cave, have 
been completely destroyed now, and ati antoni.'itically closing door fitted with 
panels of expanded metal tl' mesh) lias lieen set up at the entrance to tJie cave. 

In last year's Report a reference was made to H.E.H.'s Goveninicxit s 
sanction to a second visit of Professor A. Foucher to Ajanta in order to 
complete hi.s examination of the Buddhist stories delineated tu the paintings. 
The Professor came over to Ajanta in tlie beginning of Febntaty and stayed 
there for a couple of moiiths, during wluch time he was able to descry several 
uew jatakas and also to improve upon the identifications of previous scholars. 
The result of bis researches will be embodied in a “Guide to Ajanta’* which 
he is compiling for the Department; hut as the publication of the "Guide” 
will take some time, M. Foucher, as a provisional measure, has sent on to 
me a preliminary report on the identification of the paintings. This being 
in Freuch I have availed myself of the courtesy of Mrs. M. S. A. Hydari, 
who has kindly translated the entire Report iuto English for the benefit of 
Indian readers in general and of the Hyderabad public in particular. The 
Englisli translation is publislied in the Jourmil of the Hyderabad Archaxjlogical 
Society for igig-zo. 

As a result of the careful study of the paintings of Ajanta, Professor 
Foucher has also suggested that, pending the preparation of the reproduction of 
the paintings by the three-colour process, faithful tracings of tlie outlines of 
the pictures may be prepared. He has obser\x“d that the technique adopted 
at Ajanta, with perhaps a few^ exceptions, is 'a bold red line drawing on 
the white plaster^ which gives all the essentials with force or delicacy, as may 
be retpiired, and with knowledge and intention.' The tracings of this bold red 
line drawing, published as illustrations to the " Guide," would not only help tlie 
untrained eye of the ordinary tourist to follow the darkened and often

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confusing lines of the paintings, but would also enable readers abroad to get 
acquainted with the way in which the artists of Ajanta understood drawing, 
perspective and composition,' 

As to the preparation of the tracings Monsieur Foucher thought that 
Mr. Sayed Ahiuad, Curator of the Ajanta Caves, was quite competent to execute 
the work, and, if he were assisted by one or two draughtsmen, the work could 
be exjjedited, H.E.H.'s Government have been pleased to accord sanction to 
the proposals of M, Foucher and also to the appointment of two draughtsmen 
on a salary of Rs. 125 p.m., as Mr. Saved Ahmad's assistants, for a period 
of one year. Further, in appreciation of Mr. Sayed .\hmad’s work as Artist- 
Curator of Ajanta, Government have raised the scale of his salary from 
Ks. 125 p.m. to Rs. 200-tO“35o p.m. 

Another important work accomplished during the year under reiJort in 
tile .\urangabad District is the conservation of the principal buildings in the 
Daulatabad Fort. Tlie several gateways on the main road of the Fort have 
been xlioroughly cleared of vegetation and their loose masonry fixed. Neat 
tauram paths have been laid out to the Jaini‘ Masjid, the Hathi Hauz (Elephant 
Tank) and the Hamniams (Baths), and all these structures have been thoroughly 
repaired. The operations of cleaning and repairing have been carried out 
inside the citadel on a still more extensive scale, and the bastions and walls 
which were in need of repair liave been properly treated. Sir John Marshall 
visited tlie Fort in the second week of January (Is/atidar), and he was pleased 
to espress his full approval of the work carried out in tlie Fort. 

The hunible grave of .Aurangzeb’s victim, .\bu] Hasan Tana Sh^li, the last 
ruler of the Qutb ^1^ dynasty, often excited feelings of sympathy and tender 
sorrow in the heart of the visitor owing to its somewhat humble surroundings. 
In order to show proper respect to the last remains of this monarch, whose 
fortunate ancestors are buried iu magnificent tombs at Golcouda, the Department 
has now built a platform of chiselled masonry round the grave and also erected 
a balustrade of fati work along the margin of the platform. The origmal 
brick and hme grave has however not been disturbed, altliough it is intended 
to arrange, in consultation witli the Ecclesiastical Department, for the provision 
of a suitable pall. 

The First Taluqdar of Aurangabad had mvited my attention to tlie repair of 
tlie halls originally used as arsenals iu the Antur Fort. In February {Famanim) 
I took the opportunity of visiting the Fort, and discovered four mscriptions of 
the Nijam Shahi dynasty there. Antflr is 5S miles north-west of Aurangabad, 
but the easiest way to approach it is from Kajgaon, a small station on the main 
line of tlie G.I.P. Railway. The Fort is 18 miles S.R. of Kajgaoii, and country 
tongas can be obtained locally through the Patel of the place. At the Fort 
itself til ere is nice ground for camping and pitching tents ; but as the ascent 
of the Fort is very precipitous, so for the sake of convenience in obtaining

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provisions, officials generally prefer to camp at the village of Xagad, 3 miles 
north-west of the Fort. 

The Fort is built on a high cliff of the range of hills, which divide the 
Deccan plateau from the plains of Khantlesh Tlie only way up from the 
plains is a winding foot track passing like a serpent round rough boulders and 
steep rock, which under no circumstances would have offered a safe climb to the 
assailants of the Fort. The total distance from the foot of the hill to the first 
gate of the Fort is nearly tv^o miles and the walls and bastions are so built 
tliat the garrison could destroy the assailants by musket shots, or even by 
rolling down heavy stones at any point of the ascent. Along the foot track 
half way up there is a small mosque consUiting of a hall with three arched 
openings. The roof of the hall has fallen down, but the walls are intact and 
enclose a space 25 ft. by 14 ft. 

The first gatew^ay of the Fort is called the Bhairava Darwaza. It has a 
vaulted roof and guard rooms on either side of the passage. The approach 
from here to the second gateway consists of a paved walk which has 
several turnings and flights of steps. The arrangement of the walls of the Fort 
here s ng gest the idea of barbicans in Mediseval Furopean Forts. Near the first 
gateway there arc two water cisterns w'hich are connected with natural 
springs. The water of the cisterns, it is maintained, does not dr>^ up even in 
the worst droughts. 

The second gateway has a large inscription tablet fixed on Its outer 
side which records that the gateway w'as huilt by Farhad ^aii in 1033 H. 
{1626 A.D.), during the reign of Hurhan NigftinSliah (III) and the administration 
of Malik ’.^nibar,* 

Col, T. W. Haig whose lists of the Musalman dynasties of the Deccan 
are by far the most reliable and complete, has omitted the name of this 
kitip and apparently mixed up his reign w'ith that of Murta?a Nizam ^ah IT.* 
The name of Burhaii Ni^hm ghah (III) is, however, preserved in the Basudnus- 
Saldtin, where it occurs in connection with the events of the reign of Muhammad 
'.\dil ^ah (1628-1656 .A-.D.),* Col. Ha^ has fixed 1603-1O30 A.D. as the

tion in the h'orc dated 1019 {ibio A.D.) gives Hurhan Nigain Shah's name 
as that of the reigning king, it is ver>- likely that in that year Malik 
'Ambar set up the latter monarch and deserted the cause of Murtu^a Nijam 
Shah II. The Hasatimt-s-SalSUn mentions the name of Murtu;;a II up to 
events of the year roao H. (r6io A.D.) which shows that the king continued to 
assert his claims up to that time*; hut later on we have the name of Burhitu 
Nigam Shah (III J contitmoiisly ineiitioned in that book until Mahabat Wihn's 
expedition to conquer the Fort of Paiilatabad in 1041 H. (1631 A.DV In 
connection with this event the BasMin records that Burhau Nigam Shah 
had died a natural death, or through the hands of Fath ^lan ( sou of Malik 
‘Aiubar) who subsequently placed the royal crown on the head of the deceased 
king's young son Husain, who was only seven years old. Wiafi ^Sn mentions 
thedeatlrof a Nigamu-l-MuIk at the hands of Fath in 1040 H.,* which 

authenticates the fact that Burh^n Nizam Shah III died in 1040 H. (1630 A.D.). 
Tile correct dates of the last three kings of the ‘ Imad Shall! dynasty are 
therefore, as follows ;— 

Murtaza Nigam Shah II, 1603-1610 A.D. 

Burhan Nigam III, 1610-30 A.D, 

Husain Nigam ^lali (son of Burhan), set up by Fath ^lan in 1630; 
taken prisoner by the Mnghnls in 1632. 

To resume tlic description of the Fort. Passing beyond the second gateway 
the visitor on the right side notices the remains of a liouse which originally 
was the residence of the Keeper of the Fort, Further up tliere is a fine tank 
(300 ft. by 130 ft.) with steps and walls of dressed masonry. At the southern 
end of the tank there are tlie ruins of a palace which consists of several ai>art- 
ment.s with small gardens and water-channels. At the north’W'estern comer 
of the tank a small mosque is built which consists of a single hall with three 
arched openings towards the east. The central opening is a broad squat arch 
much wider than the two side oaes. The interior of the hall measures 23' by in'. 
In the prayer niche there is an inscription which records Uiat by the older of 
Malik * .■\inbar one lsm 4 U Husain built this mosque in the reign of Burhan Ni^^ain 
Shah in.*

The interior of the Fort is more or less heart-shaped, tlie northern portion 
being broader than the southern, which narrows dowtv considerably. The main 
strength of the fortifications is in the northern portion, where, besides several 
massive bastions and a double tier of walls, there are a number of stougly built 
halls for storing ammunition, and a very* high watch tower. The ammunition 
halls and the watch tower are built of large blocks of dressed masonry laid in 
lime with perfectly fitting joints. These buildings are in an excellent state o^ 
preservation and require absolutely no repair. On a bastion in the north-westeni 
wall of the Fort an inscription is carved, which records that in 1019 H., 
(1610 A.D.), during the reign of Burhan Ni^am ^h III, the bastion was built 
by Malik ‘Arnbar.' The presence of the several inscriptions of Burhan Shah III 
in the Fort shows that he made extensive additions to the fortifications, whicJi 
he had apparently to do on account of the constant menace of the Mughal. 

At the southern end of the Fort tliere is a Dargah with a high base 
and an enclosure waU, After ascending several steps the visitor enters the 
interior of the tomb through a vaulted gateway, which has small rooms on 
either side of the passage. The inner plan of the Dargah comprises a terrace, 
30 ft. by 25 ft., and the shrine, which is at the eastern end of the terrace. 
The shrine, although enclosed by a wall, is open from above and occupies a 
space 20 ft. by 25 ft. 

The hill on which the Fort is built lias a natural .scarp about you ft, 
high on three sides (north, east and west) while on the soutli it has been 
artificially cut, the drop there, from the top of the liUl, being about 150 ft. Two 
miles south of Antur a square stone pillar is fixed, which bears an inscription 
mentioning the direction of Nagapfir an d Jalna on the east, Antur and Burh^- 
pur in the north, Daulatabad and Ahtnadnagar on the south and Maihwan and 
Chalisgam on the west. It also contains the Hijri date 1000 and states that the 
pillar was erected during the reign of Burhan §hah. This Burhan is the 

second king of the name in the list of the *Imad Shiii dynasty and should not 
be confused with Burhan III, the duration of whose reign (1610-30) I have dis¬ 
cussed above. Burhan NisUm Shah II ruled from 1590-94 and this inscription, 
dated 1000 H. (1592 A:D.} quite fits in with his reign.*

The systematic campaign of coaservation, which had been going on for the 
last two years at Ittagf and Kukkantir, has been brought to completion. A sum 
of Rs. 3,726 has been spent during the year on the special repairs of the 
Mahadev temple at Ittagl, while the exyrenditure incurred on the Navalinga 
temple of Kukkatiur amounts to Rs. 4,704. These handsome temples, which 
owing to the neglect of centuries had fallen into a shameful state of disrepair — 
the roofs had begun to leak and the walls were out of perpendicular in several 
places— have been thoroughly conserved now and preserved from furtlier decay. 

At Bidai a sum of Rs. 2,124 has been further spent on the repairs of the 
Madrasa of MahmQd Gawan and the work is still in progress. The tombs of 
Ibrahim Earid and Sultan Hasan Baihmanl, which were in a ruinous condition, 
have been put in order at a combined cost of Rs. 1,427. 

No operations were carried out during the year ; but the site of the 
ancient town of Peitun (Pratisthana) has been selected for future work in 
this direction, for it is hoped that the results of our excavation-s there will 
throw ample light on the history of the Andhra kings, of which at present 
only the barest outline is known. 

The publication of the monograph on the Canarese inscriptions at Munira- 
had, to which a reference was made in last year’s Report, has been delayed, 
first to obtain the permis-sion of the Government of India to Mr. H. Krishna 
Sastri’s editing the inscriptions for the HydefaAad Archaeohgicai Series^ 
secondly, on account of Mr. Sastri's desire to visit Munirabad with a view to 
examine the epigraphs tn situ and to make enquiries locally regarding the 
proi>er names mentioned in the inscriptions. As now, through the good offices 
of Sir John Marshall, the sanction of the Government of India has been 
obtained, and Mr. Sastri has also visited Munirabad, it is hoped that tlie 
monograph will be soon completed and probably issued by the time this report 
is published. 

.\nother monograph of the Hyderabad Archaeologicai Series (No. 6) is being 
compiled by Mr. Krishnacharlu, Assistant Epigraphist to the Government of 
India, on the Chalukyan inscriptions of Nagai, the editing of whicli was 
originally entrusted to the late Dr. Fleet, who could not accomplish the task 
owing to his failing health and subequent death, (vide .Annual Report 

1325 P-j P-4)* 

In the field of Muslim inscriptions, materials for a fourth essay on the 
epigraphs of the i^tb ^ahi dynasty are being collected. As in the first three

and Suburbs, including Golconda I’Ort and Tombs, has been completed, this essay 
wiU deal with those inscriptions of the dynasty, which were set up m various 
towns of the Qut;b Shahi kingdom, outride the capital. I need hardly say that 
I shall deeply appreciate any help which Government ofBctals or private gentle¬ 
men may kindly give me, by reporting to me the localities of the inscriptions of 
the dynasty within their knowledge. 

As many as forty inscriptions of the Mughal kings have been copied in the 
llir District during tlie year and it is intended to publish them in the ensuing 
number of the Epigraphia hido-Moslemica (1919-30). I have contributed two 
more essays to this Journal^ one on the inscriptions of the QandhSr Fort, which 
relate to the Ni^am Sljhhl and Mughal kings, and the other on the epigraphs 
in the Daulatabad Fort, which belong to the Tujthlaq and Baihmani dynas¬ 
ties. 

During the year under review 2,350 coins have been acquired for the cabinet ^(un,|trtl•tic«. 
of the Hyderabad Museum, of which 1,746 have been purchased, 14 received, in 
exchange of the duplicates of our Cabinet, from the Bikaner State, and the rest 
(560) have been forwarded to us by Government officials as Treasure Trove 
acquisitions. A Hst of the coins of the last class is given l>elow

A detailed article on the rare coins hitherto acquired by the Department is 
being compiled by Mr. T, Streenivas, Curator of the Hyderabad Museum, for the 
nesct number of the /o«r»«/of the Hyderabad Archaeological Society, which it is 
hoped will be read with interest by numismatists. 

Under the able management of Mr. Streenivas. the Hyderabad Museum has 
beeu making satisfactory progress regarding the collection of antiquities and the 
acquisition of such specimens of Art and Industries as do not involve heavy 
escpenditure. But with a view to equip the Museum fully, as becomes the 
premier State of India, it is desirable tliat tlie scheme, which was submitted 
to Govemraent immediately after Mr, Streenivas’ return from British India, 
should receive early sanction. A list of the eachibits acquired during the year 
under review has been compiled by the Curator and is given in this Report as 
Appendix C. 

Chving to the retirement of Sir Stuart Fraser, K.C.S.I., the office of the Pre¬ 
sident of the Society fell vacant, but the Hon’ble Mr. C. U. S. Russell, f.C.S., 
was requested to accept the appointment and has kmdly agreed to act in that 
capacity. 

A number of the Journal of the Society is now in the press and will be pub¬ 
lished shortly. It contains a most interesting article on the indent ificat ton of 
the jitUikas depicted in the Ajanta paintings by Monsieur A. Foucher. The 
article was originally written in French but, througli the good offices of Mr, 
Hydari, it has been rendered into English for tJie benefit of tlie Society, by his 
talented daughter-in-law, Mrs. M. S, A. Hydari. 

The only publication issued by the Departmeut during the year under 

review is the Anniiui Report for /jaS F. (191S-19J, ultliough in my capacity as

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Epigraphist to the Government of India for Muslim Inscriptions, I have contri¬ 
buted three essays on the inscriptions of the Dominions to the Epigraphta tndo- 
Moslemica, 1919-ao, and in addition to that I have edited the ‘AmaL-l-SdUih 
{^ah Jaban Nama) Fasc. V for the Asiatic Society of BeugaL 

Seventy-four volumes have been added to the library of my office, of whidi 
Library. tliirty-fouf havc been purchased and the rest are donations from various Govem- 
tnents and learned institutions. Among the purchased books tlie most important 
acquisition is a ctmiplete set of Cunningham’s Reports^ which are rarely available 
now, and the possession of them is indispensable for Archaelogical research in 
India. 

PhotoKriipiis Seventy-four photographs have been taken, the titles, etc., of which are given 
nfld Drswinir*. Appendix F. A drawing of the frieze of cave 3 of Aurangabad has also been 
prepared. The drawing will be published as an illustration to Monsieur A* 
Foucher's paper on the interpretation of the jataka carved on the frieze. 
Hxpenditure The expenditure on the conservation and survey of the monuments 
amounted to O.S, Rs. 40,220-0-0 (B.G. 34,331-6-10), A detailed statement of 
tlie expenditure is given in Appendix D. 

BxjMnditure of O.S, Rs. 22,38o-i-q (B.G. 19,182-15-3) has been spent during the 

tinder report on the maintenance of the I>epartTnent, The detail of the 
oepflrtmenL expenditure is contained in Appendix C, attached to this Report.

As iL result of a prolonged study of tlie paintings in tho oaves of Ajantn, I come 
to the coiiclnstoTi thnt^ pending the completion of the proposed measures for their conserviitioo, 
cleaning, and (if it is ever possible) for their direct reproduction, the most urgent and useful wotk 
vvnuld consist in prepAring careful outlines nf tlieiii. 

I need hardly tel! you that, in tbeir present condition^ pUotography gives no result which 
can he of any use On the other hand, copying them again in coloiim would be a very long and 
costly undertaking, and would not make the problem of their reprodiiction go a step further. 
The result of the two former attempts in that dircctSQn have not been, as you well kni>Wi very 
ciicouragingp and we deem it a great pity that, for the largest part of the pfctiires, Mr* (^rifllitli did 
not simply resort to the iiiaking and publishing of a good ttocing* the itiote so as thU process 
agrees so well with their yer>' techoiciue. 'I'd use the words of IjOdy Herringham : ** the 
tcchtiir|iie adopted* with perhaps a few exceptions is a bold red line drawing on the wfiite 
plaster; S^onietinies nothing elj^e is left. This drawing gives all the essenttols wilb force or 
rieticucy as may be rcr(uired, aiul with knowledge and intention/' No happier expression could 
lx- found of this fact. Now if yon think that faithful outlines gtidug us * all the essentials' eould 
have been very cheaply reproduced and put into the hands of every' amateur or scholar you can 
judge at once the knowledge of the religious mean log and artistic features of the A]auta paintitigs 
would have made much grater progress through such a publlcatimi than tlirough the two rare 
and costly albums now available* 

Nor is it toi* late to undertake the preparation of such tracings. I'lie confection of a guide* 
which you consider as a complement to all the conservatioti work you have done in the caves* 
provides a good occasion for orderiug them, Reproduced as il Inst rations to the deacdptioit of 
the caves, they would not only help the untrained eye of the ordinary tourist to follow the 
darkened and often confusing lines of these inlrtcate psintings; they would also enable readers 
abroad to get acquainted with the way iu which their authors understood drawing, perspijcttve 
and composition. Moreover they would constitute a dated record of what is still legible on the 
walls and, last hut not least, they would furnish ready-made sketches for the day yon sitould 
require painted copies either for your Future Muf^nni in Hyderabad^ or for other arctia'ologica) 
cnllectious. 

As to the exectitjon of these outlines, f should reenmmend :—^Notc that they arc to be of the 
same size as the originals and es^ecuted from the wnll-paiutiiig itself ou tracing paper : so that they 
reproduce the whole of the ,selecte<l paintings, but record only what still appears on the wall; so 
that, as far as possible, each story or (in case of large compositions) each scene from a story be 
copied separately. Of course you understand that later on, by meaus of photography, cartoous 
of ensiTnA/^ could be easily prepared* in which might even lie inserted those parts still visible on 
Major Gill's and Mr^ Griffith's copies, and now lost. 

Subsidiarily, I should advise that this system of reproduction be applied for the prMent 
to the legendary scenes only, and a beginning be made with a complete copy of the Jatakas on 
the walls of cave XVIL If the work proves satisfactory, it will be pushed on to caves 11, XVI 
and others. 

Moreover, I do not hesitate to state that, io my opinion* the Curator of the caves, not only 
is he a skilful painter and, through his long acquaintance with the paintings do*s he understand 
quite well their technique and feelings hub what is no less csf^?ntiah he has goue round them 
again and again uttli me and knows them fiom the \^lnK nf view of their indentifictitinn as well.

You will be surpris^^d to find in his mUlines ^eveiat sjgtiificAiit feature which hnd till 
escaped the unwarned eyes o| the copyists. 

Sudt arc the considerations and recoinmendatiotis I wanted to submit to you and to His 
Exalted Highness' Governinent We must not conceal fioni ourselves the fact that the task, 
simplified as it is remains a very long and delicate one, ft took tts a whole mmitb of daily work 
simply to go round the paintings of Cave XVII with a light scaffolding and a ixtwerful iBmp. 
making out every legible detail of the episodes of the represented /aUikasz from this you may 
judge what time wOl be required to make nil exact copy of the same. Wr. Saycfl Ahmad will be in 
need of one or two assistants, so as to push the work of tracing and transfer ting steadily on. He 
will submit you eslimatt's when you communicate with him in I he matter. Meanwhile 1 consider 
it is a piece of good fortune that you possess on the spot the right man, and I have no doubt it 
would become later on a matter of deep regret, if your Government did not avail themselves r>f 
the present upfiortunitv of doing at least whnl ought to have been done from the first.

ill!port aiifl so it is difiicult to- lonn an idea ofils entity S thiihasliap|KMied lo me vriiU rr'gard to tlic 
paintings of the Ajanta Caves. 

At the very onset uiy first im]jressioii was one of Jeltcilous auia^ciiient^ and now that I have 
spent ^iiic titiie at tJic caves and I bavo been able to observe atteii lively ibeir details, I am in a 
liosition to pass an opinion^ 

My first impression has been that the art of Ajanta bail its influence fruiti Greek sources; and 
tlik Jiiiglit even be the case here; os many are tlie paraUet qualities that one encounters in the 
paintings. 

My views arc tint as llie ancient Gret^ks and Rciuians studied from actual, reality^ so even 
were tile artists of A jail la uiidoubiedly 

This is demonstrated by the poses of the figorc?^^ by tlidr limbs* by thcii ornaments arouuij 
the beads and the necks, by their drapery niid particularly the modabty of the folds of the latter 
and this even by the perfect and faithful representation of the vessels and mirrora. 

The group of figures, in red in the s'luall recess, on ihe right hand side of cave 11, leads nne 
to assiitne thal the artist first trm:e<l the desiga on the wall hi nrrier to have the ^ Vw^eiiiA/e"'

outliin.^ fecal Is to ttiiuiK'^t'V the hgnres of ^lichelangelo in the BIslitic Chapel : while the clearness of 
the colour of the llesli. so true to nature, and the transparency of the shadows are very Itkc tliosi" 
of Corcg^ijio. The <ipsiga nitd expression of tUe face are exeeptiotially surpiisiug> the brendtb of 
the technique, the ititcrijretatioii of the shape of the hand made to realistic perfection^ permit of 
a comparison with the two ^reat artists of the Itmliaii Renaissance ; the female figure which is on the 
tight of the figure of l^nddba pre^iit:! the same simplicity and skill. 'Ihe hand holding tlie tiower 
is also ilcsigiied with exquiblte skill and elegance. The same Is to Im said of the other hgures and 
details : they are execut'^d in u keenly appreciative purity of style and form^ coupled witii a real* 
aestlictic selcctiou of colours irue to nature; in fact^ the pTcdoiiUiiant feature are the two 
colours blue atid red beautifiiUy Imrtti jiiuttig one with tiie other.

artistic value. Jn these two figures the d^ign of their heads and their expression arc adinirubly 
exquisite The poses of these hcarls In the direction of the figure of Buddha recall to mind that 
purity of form which one encoiintei't^ in the schools ol tTinhiia aud Tuscany of our most einiiieiti 
This paintings perhaps » b less developed than that of Buddha, but its plctoriid 
qualtliefi bring it to the first rank; in fact, ils painter must have lieen an artist Indeed, well 
versed in the priaciples of sound art; because of the fact of the pers|«xtive; of the mouths, of 
the eyes and of the other purls perfectly harmoriiriug with the whole subject and with the headsp 
the I lands and even the very fingers are true lo rcallt>" and drawn with a most precise de^^ign. 

The Battle of Ceylon also is a work of art of great worth for its of the graudiose 

coni{>oisitiom Cl, somehow^ bears a remarkable resemblance to Uie works of our great Venetian 
artists of the keuaissance^ The group of clepbauts proceeding towards the centre of the scene is 
astonishingly reaHstxc, in ore thati paintings, they apjiear in bas-relief, so great is the chmrustmrQ 
and so perfecl their modality. In their several and various |}t>sc8 these animals are rcticferoil in 
tlic most perfect form. 

The Worship of Buddha in its outlines can stand comt>arison with the Italian painters 
of the ifuatiyoc^Hto (1400), The d{\nsioii of the painting into- two com [losi lions, one above 
Ihe uther, was fullowed also by Ghirlandaio^ by Angeitcti, Tt;giano mid Sanzio iti " ihr Tmnsfi- 
the Italiai] and ** Sdtcccniisdi ** (17th to 18th centuries) frequently 

followed this system of composition, 

Tlie Group of the Persian Kings mounted on their horsesi surrounded by crowds, iifj 
with contour and the dark Ttnck-grow mb recalls to memory the paintings of Spinello Arerido^ and, 
ill fit St sight, were it not for the figure of Buddha, it would he taken for Adonttioff 0/ fA-’ 
The large elephant* which with its niaslcrly lines of com position stand* out in the middle 
of the scheme, leads one to assume that the artist felt the need of some imposing figure in order 
to maintain the harmony of the sci^iie. 

The entrance to cave Xtl. merits to be coiisidcreL] as a thing of supreme iirtistic 
value. The small emljellishmcnt tvhich adorns the upper portion is marvellous, as oiarvellous 
are the eight panels whieh go to make up tlie decoration of the said entrance- These in 
simplicity of foriu and colour bring to Tuiiid the paintings of those emiiifiit Umbrian artists w^ho 
itourished in the XVtli century.

1 tnake bold to compare the Caves of Ajanta with the Sistiiie Chapel. Sigaorctli, Botticelli, 
tdiiflandaiu, Perugjuti, Kossclli combined their art to render thciiisches worthy of one another in 
creating the great Roman work tlmt Sixtus I V. Della Rovere. had been inii^drd to begin and 
Michelangelo afterwards completed with the greatest mairifestalion of his art. In Ajauta the 
ablest artists of the Indian School spared themselves no effniU to render this marvellous gremp 
uf Cavrs ihe Mo^umrni of Indiia.
